Cm violence confer 
Irgalit* ? fa not the Constitution supreme over 
Ccmgttss, and doee not iU plain, open infrac 
f.on vitiate the acte pa-i^ed by the body thus 
trcmplfag it beneath its peijured heel? 

His question must, evideutly, erelong come 
before the Supreme Court of the L’aited State*. 
A question of such magnitude and fraught 
with such conaeqaenees cannot possibly belong 
evaded. 

It ahonld he recollected thst the provision we 
have quoted is the cne acd the only one— sx- 
cept tbat which related to the slave trade— 'diat 
ii placed beyond the pale of amendment by 
three-fourths of the States themselves. There 
is no limitation but tku to the power of amend- 
ment which the States poseess. The eqial suf- 
frage of the States fa the Senate the Smtes 
themeelves c-anmot Uke away through tbe pow- 
er of ABjendmen!; yet what three-fourths of the 
Sutes even cannot do, the majority ia C"»greet 
are doing every day, and have been doing for 
months! 

Tbe Supreme Court will doubUess allow 
much for the circumstances, and give due 
weight to tbe cocaideraiion of nnsettlfag the 
laws of a great country by pronouncing the 
anthortty which pasted them to have been ci- 
ta ly riiii'ttd: bnt the members of the Supreme 
Court are sworn to decide according to the 
CixeUimfon, acd they cannot violate it through 
any irfacit lee of expediency or public convo- 
nience. Ihey must pronounce cternly, accord- 
ir g to the CcnsUinlion as it is, whatever may 
be tbe consequences. They may not violate the 
Cocstitnuou themetrlvc-s, and they may not per- 
mil a temporary majority in Congress to do iL 
The Cuntliiuiion will be vindicated at lasL
